Ordinarily the registrant 
will indicate the 
claim on his 
questionnaire. 
But if thru m is­ 
taken chivalry, he should fall to 
do so another may make it for 
him.

“The question of who fired this 
shot is not a personal affair at 
all. 
It is something which con­ 
cerns not only this Battery but 
fhe Sixth Field Artillery and the 
First Field Artillery brigade as 
a whole. 
The men of this brigade 
are propd of having been the first 
to fight. 
And we have not stop­ 
ped fighting and do m n expect 
to stop until the last shot of the 
war is fired.” 
Regarding Arch, Captain Mc­ 
Lendon’s letter, dated Aug. 12, 
says that he “Is still living and 
still fightng the Hun, and his 
fellow’ soldiers who helped him 
In firing the first shot are still 
living and fighting, and the old 
battery is still in the game and 
going strong.”
